tent, followed his own ideas of keeping 
accounts, and, while, each may be 
equally as good as the other, \ve would 
advise* u permanent system, with ex- 
planatory notes of what is intended us 
to forms. 
The books and explanations 


should bo so kept that any reasonably 
competent book-kee.per could take the 
same and contiuue without personal 
explanation of any former clerk. This 
was uot tho case on the pivseut clerk 
taking charge. 
Rijjht here it might be 


proper to say that the lack of com- 
pleteness is not so much in luck of 
ability and lack of work- by the clerks 
as the fact that tho city has heretofore 
and is now requiring more work than 
the salary justifies and more than one 
man can do, and, in fact, if the work- 
was done as it should be ami paid for 
correspondingly, as a commercial or 
banking house would pay, that there. 
should bo employed a chief clerk at an 
increase of present salary, and council 
Should employ nn assistant clerk for 
him. This may seem extravagant, iu 
view of the city's financial condition, 
but it is our judgment that for the 
work that must be done, and work that 
should be done, that no private firm 
could have it done properly under 
83,000 per year. 


Since 1S92 no ledger accounts have 


been kept up with fiscal agents. This 
should be done. 


A case iu point now is that the

sue, and books arranged^ to show each 
semi-annual payment of interest? 


Said accounts of interest were very 


irregular; some of them stop .in 1888, 
and commence again in 1S03. 


They should either be kept up or 


noted 'why they are not, and also where- 
tho record is. 


We find in connection with the above 


bond record that there is a system o 
books in which to paste coupons, ar 
ranged by dates and numbers. W 
consider this is the best way, and full 
sufficient for all purposes of referenc 
and correctness as to^coupous. Thus 
if both ways are kept, there is doubl 
work. Presdmably each .clerk does th 
best he can, and does not feel justifie 
in arbitrarily changing the old systems 


We found that ordinances and resolu 


tious had not been copied in records a 
promptly as should have been done 
but now report that with the old clerk 
and this committee that both have bee 
brought up to Jan. 1, 1895. 
• We found many old paid coupons o 
various amounts and dates in package 
unclassified, and some packages neve 
had been opened.; 


Through the confusion of moving tc 


the new council chamber we found sun 
dry papers in badly mixed condition 
We assorted the best we could, and a] 
papers passed, on by the solicitor a 
worthless by his orders were burned. 


We found in very many cases rol 


calls, accounts, etc, all tiled in bunch 
which, whilh it might be convenient tc 
the clerk that filed it, would prove con 
fusing to any clerk who might tak 
charge. 


The general files of reports, bonds 


con tracts, etc., we found in very fai 
condition, 


We found that the schedule book o 


accounts had not been kest up from 
Feb. IS, 1803, to June 7, 1S93. In check 
n£ up this is a very serious drawback 


We find that it is common for the 
lerk to make a schedule of account; 
iled. Same is copied in minutes and 
ilso on schedule book. There are also 
sundry items passed by special resolu 
tion, and salaries are allowed by specia 
esolution. These, special accounts do 
uot appear on the regular schedule 
book; therefore, in making payments 
the clerk must have a good memory, 01 
mat his minutes for authority to pay 
We recommend that a full and com 
plete schedule of every account allowed 
every payment authorized, every sal 
ary,'rentor payment of any descrip- 
tor, be made on this schedule book, so 
there will bo only one place to see 
xhat hns been paid, and what has been 
allowed, and what is unpaid. 
This 


schedule could not well include the 
street pay roll under present condi- 
ions, but the gross amount would be 
-.ufflcient, together with the pay roll on 
file.

Brought About by the Choice of Men »»

—An Open Letter from a Citizen. 


EDITOR TJMES.— I feel that something 


should be said concerning the deplo- 
rable state of affairs at the city water 
works pump house. Your paper has 
been hinting at jobs, incompetency.etc, 
ID this connection for some, time. I be- 
lieve and scores of citizens believe that 
things are not just right down there, 
and we would like to have facts if any 
are in your posession. 
i'our editorial 


of Saturday last cast the blame on the 
employees. I have observed, and do 
not believe all or any great share of 
blame is to be laid at the door of the 
employees who have been down 'there a 
long time aud who battled with the old 
Holly pumps for ton years when they 
were little better than a scrap heap. I 
do not care to take up the defense of 
the employees any further than to say 
that a college bred hydraulic engineer 
would stand very little show in the 
place under existing conditions. Any 
one with any knowledge of the Gordon 
pumps knows that the accident which 
happened last week could not have 
been the result of incompetent men at 
the works. There is bnt one valve be- 
low the break and this was locked open 
and against which there was no pres- 
sure and the construction of the pump 
does not in any manner at any lime 
throw a pressure, except air pressure 
from outside, on the suction pipe. So 
much for that. The engineers at the 
water works are both old river or 
steamboat engineers aud the United 
States does not permit men to rua en- 
gines on the river without a license 
showing they ai-e competent. 


But there is a feature of the water 


works that is to be condemned. For 
seven or eight years men have been 
chosen for trustees, who had in mind 
their own interests, directly or indi- 
rectly—men who had wares to sell or 
were contractors or employes of con- 
tractors. 
A great deal of work has 


been done, and paid for—work done 
by trustees not in their official capacity 
but as contractors—work that should 
be let to the best bidder but which 
was not advertised nor bids iuvited. 
It might suffice to let that stand to be 
read and then read between the lines. 
Hut I go farther. It was a ease of "You 
tickle me and I'll tickle you," the 
work was let to interested parties and 
was not subjected to the scrutiny of 
disinterested officials bnt was allowed 
to go in—bills were, paid and the city 
suffers. 


Would it bo natural for an employe 


of a contractor, to insist on his em- 
ployer carrying out thu spirit of his 
contract? I say no. 


The work of putting in the Worth- 


ington pumps was intrusted to a local 
concern (which was all right if they 
Avore held to the contract) and ~ was 
done in a slip-shod unworknmn-like 
manner, 
Had those pumps been prop- 


erly put in, they would have been 
good as now today.
